Recommendations for the future of the S. C. Conference on the Status of Women 
were discussed. 


Mrs. Evelyn Howe, president, recommends: 

1. Organize a loose coalition of many groups which meet as needed and discuss 
and study mutual interests and concerns. 

2. Have all legislative chairmen of many organizations meet periodically for 
mutual interests and efforts. 


3. Change focus and direction—reorganizing present structure. 

Dr. Rosamonde Boyd, founder, recommends: 

1. Founders from American Association of University Women, S. C. Federation 
of Women's Clubs, S. C. Business and Professional Women's Clubs, and S. C. 
ERA would reorganize. 

2. Have smaller membership fee, $2.50 or $5.00 and then pay $1.00 for a card 
to be eligible to vote. 

3. Unless people think they will get something out of the organization they 
won't come. 


4. We have not worked hard enough with the S. C. Commission on Status of 
Women. We should send them our recommendations and let them inform us 
of their plans. 


Dr. Rosamonde Boyd moved that the following organizations, S. C. ERA, S. C. BPW, 

S. C. AAUW, S. C. Federation of Women's Clubs, S. C. Education Association, and S. C. 
Chamber of Commerce, will be founders of a loosely organized but coordinated council 
of organizations for the purpose of advancing qualified leadership in South Carolina 
to be called S. C. Forum. Mrs. Bettye Cecil seconded the motion which passed.
